United States Divided Into Several 


Districts— Seymour Is In 


Jeffersonville District. 


The United States war department 
has announced a plan for the estab­ 
lishment of retail stores for the sale 
of surplus quartermaster household 
and personal supplies throughout the 
United States. 
The primary object 
of these stores is to place before the 
public, at the least rate possible, the 
surplus supplies of the .army. 
In 
order to reach the greatest number 
of people, the United States has been 
divided 
into several districts, ac­ 
cording to the population. 
For the 
sake of convenience these districts 
will he termed retail districts. 
At 
least one store will be established in 
each retail district, under the im­ 
mediate supervision of the zone sur- 
plus property officer, in whose mili­ 
tary zone the store ;- located. 
These stores will lie prepared to 
conduct a retail, cash, counter busi­ 
ness and organize a mail order de­ 
partment, operated as part of and by 
tli«> store, 
and 
not bv 
the postal 
department. 
The postal department 
will Im* requested to establish in each 
store a branch parcel post office for 
convenience in making shipments. 
An initial allotment of stock will 
bo made to each -tore from Washing­ 
ton. 
This allotment is made for the 
benefit of the entire retail district, 
and not solely for the individual city 
in which the store i- located. 
In manv instances the initial stock 
will include the entire available quan­ 
tity of the surplus of certain articles, 
which 
when exhausted will be 
no 
longer available. 
Under no circum- 
tam es will order- be received for 
quantities in excess of allotment, or 
actual stock, on hand, with the p r o s ­ 
pect of future replenishment. 
Or­ 
der- received bv mail for supplies not 
on hand, or for which stock i- ex- 
hau-ted, will be immediately fetunl­ 
ed to the sender, with the advice that 
-ame is exhausted. 
As the idea and object of this -ale 
i- to reach the individual, no orders 
tor large quantities of any article 
will 
be received, except 
for Boy 
Scouts and in special ease-, municip­ 
al activities. 
No -ales will be made 
to hotels and similar institutions. At 
present no groceries will be includ­ 
ed in these articles. 
I lie exact location of the various 
-to r e s that will la* established in this 
district, and detail plans a s to the 
method and manner of distribution, 
have not been worked out, not has a 
list of the articles to be sold been 
received. 
The-e facts will be pub­ 
lished in all papers as soon as deter- 
nimated upon. 
These stores will not be open be­ 
fore September 25. 
For the information of the public, 
the -ales now being conducted by the 
municipalities and postal departments 
are in no way connected with these 
store- to be opened in the very near 
future. 
The public is invited to watch- the 
palier- for such information as will 
lie published from time to time.

all of Kentucky and that part of In­ 
diana south of a line drawn through 
Indianapolis, running ea.-t and west.

machinery; rent, insurance and taxes; 
live stock and feed; buildings; litera­ 
ture, which includes books, magazines 
and newspapers; recreation; and mis­ 
cellaneous. 
Again, daily totals are 
shown at the right of the page, month­ 
ly totals, itemized and general, at the 
foot. 
Companion pages, similarly ar­ 
ranged. show yearly summaries, al­ 
most instantaneously computed, of re­ 
coil fs and expenditures for the year.

Twelve years ago a New’ England 
school principal called a meeting of 
the mothers and fathers in his dis­ 
trict. and proposed that they help their 
youngsters and himself start a school 
.savings bank. 
If children were to pa­ 
tronize such an institution, they would 
have to have money, and he suggested 
that parents help them earn money by 
their own labor. He told them that 
the bank was to he part of school 
training, 
teaching 
thrift, 
industry, 
prudence and wisdom. 
Today this school savings hank, in 
til?* Henry Barnard school, Hartford, 
Conn., has deposits of more than $50,- 
000. 
The average weekly deposit dur­ 
ing twelve years has been more than 
$140. The largest deposit by any child 
since the opening of th** hank is $1,480, 
and the smallest less than $1. 
Operation of this hank is simple. 
Solon P. Davis, the school principal, 
describes it: 
Deposits are received 
every Monday morning during the first 
half-hour of school. The pupils of 
the eighth grade act as tellers, each 
being assigned to a given room. 
Each 
child Is provided with a pass hook 
in which his deposits are entered by 
the teller. 
Deposits are made at the teacher's 
desk, in the presence of the teacher 
and the teller, who enters their. ir. Ids 
roll book. The teacher and teller then 
verify all deposits and place thens in 
an envelope, which the teller delivers 
to the school secretary, who compares 
roll hook and envelope, verifying the 
items. 
The envelopes are then for­ 
warded to the Hartford Society for 
Savings, where the accounts of the 
school are pledged. 
At 
interest 
periods, 
December, 
March and June, the roll books are 
examined by the secretary, and a per­ 
sonal account is opened at the Society 
for Savings for each pupil who has 
$2 in the school hank. After this, at 
these periods, all amounts of $1 of 
more, standing to his credit on a pu­ 
pil’s school deposit book, are added to 
his personal account. 
If any pupil 
wishes to withdraw his money a writ 
ten statement from the parent or the 
parent’s personal application is re­ 
quired.

In J Iii' memorandum I shall not 
attempt to deal with the general sub­

Nothing is further from my thought 
than to object to the obvious purpose 
underlying our war taxation, namely, 
to impo.'C the greatest burden upon 
those best able to bear it. 
I do not 
wi'h to dispute for a moment that 
taxation must be laid in accordance 
with the dictates of social justice. 
To advocate a scheme of taxation 
which would spare wealth would be 
both wrong and fatuous. 
N et I can­ 
not escape tilt1 conclusion that the 
very extreme of the harden laid upon 
business aud income has partially 
defeated th*- purpose which the farm­ 
ers of our taxation legislation ap­ 
parently had in view, and at the sam* 
time has given rise to certain un­ 
foreseen and troublou' developments

The Excess Profits Tax. 


I here can lie no question that, ow­ 
ing to tin* increased cost of living or 
the de creased purchasing power of 
the 
dollar, the farmer, 
the 
wage 
worker, the man and woman living on 
salaries, are entitled to a proportion­ 
ate increase in income. 
But the in- 
[ creased cost of living and the di­ 
minished purehn'ing power of the 
dollar affect the owner of industrially 
invested capital no less than they 
do other callings. 
And in addition 
thereto he is 'abject t<* a heavy ex­ 
cess profits tax and, if his income is 
large, to an income tax of unparall­ 
eled severity. 
However, we may leave out of a c ­ 
count, for the purposes of my argu­ 
ment, the relatively small number of 


thO'C iii possession of large incomes. 
When I speak of the owners of in­ 
dustrially invested capital, I mean 
primarily the storekeeper, the aver­ 
age merchant, aud the millions of men 
arid women who derive all o r part of 
their income from investment in se ­ 
curities 
of cor[>orations. 
By 
the 
same token as th** farmer, the wage 
worker and the salaried man, they 
te d the need of a larger return than 
formerly. 
But there they run up, first of all, 
against the excess profits tax iii re­ 
spect of their own business or tin* 
businc'S of the corporation in which 
they have invested. 
Let me paint out, incidentally, flint 
the spectacular earnings of certain 
corporations and individuals afford 
no just criterion of the earnings of 
business on the whole. 
A' against 
a number of concerns and individuals 
who have made exceed!nj$y -great 
profits during and since the w ar,there 
are numerous others whose earnings 
have shrunk during and since the 
war, 
It may be interc'ting to quote 
in this connection the results of an 
investigation made recently in Eng­ 
land (where conditions appear to be 
very similar to those tirevaifing here) 
as to h o w the increased cost o f cer­ 
tain articles in the past two years, 
compared with the two years preced­ 
ing the war, bad been divided.
